Warned; New 


Unemployment Peak Passed but Job Hunters Are 


Bank Auditor. 


The peak of the unemployment 
situation in Los Angeles das been 
passed, according to officials of the 
various public and private employ- 
ment agencies of this city. Condi- 
tions were at their worst during 
Jan and the firet two weeks 


‘The situation in Los Angeles is 


of a labor surplus. With certain 
exceptions, notably in the ship- 
building. iron and steel trades, 
local industries have gone ahead 
with normally sized pay rolls. In 
fact, ft has been this outstanding 
prosperity, the “white spot” propa- 
ganda which has Ween heralded to 
all corners of the nation, which 
was chief cause of our local un- 


employment. Thousands of skilled 
and unskilled laborers, trained 
technicians and experts, have 


flocked into this territory from the 
North and East to escape the rul- 
ing depression in those regions and 
share in Southern California's 


prosperity. 

Despite the tremendous building 
activities. and the flourishing con- 
dition of most other industees, it 
was an industrial impossibility for 
Los Angeles business and trades to 
absorb this unprecedented influx 
of job seekers. Beginning with 
December, when the seasonal dull- 
ness in employment always sets in. 


middle of February, the number of 
idle men increased to the point 
where the situation was assuming 
the proportions of a problem. 
Department of Labor figures 
showed a national increase in em- 
ployment of 4.24. per cent during 
January, but the increase in Los 
Angeles was only 1.5 per cent. San 
cisco registered a 14.8 per t 
increase during the same 
However, situation has 
changed with the breaking up of 
winter and the wider scope of em- 
ployment opportunities offered. 
The lumber, fruit, and carining in- 
dustries, which have been season- 
ably dormant for the last few 
months, have opened up again. The 
public utility com les are again 
getting busy on th hydroelectric 
and other projects that were held 


\carpenters. plasterers, brick layers. 


up by the winter and thousands of 


jobs will soon be open in these. 
lines. Building trades, which were 
slowed down somewhat by the 
rainy weather, are again running 
full blast and are taking their full 
quota of men. 

Figures illustrative of the im- 
provement in conditions were 
furnished yesterday by B. H. Han- 
cock, superintendent of the State 
public employment bureaus in this 
district. During February, the local 
bureaus were able to place 1134 
more applicants for positions than 
they were during February, 1921. 
There is less unemployment in 
Los Angeles now than either in 
February. 1922. or February, 1921, 
according to Mr. Hancock. He does 
not advise job hunters to come to 
Los Angeles, however, unless they 
are certain beforehand that some 
definite employment is open to 
them. 

According to reports from em- 
ployers in the different industries, 
there is a surplus of labor in all 
lines, but this surplus varies, ac- 
cording to the particular trade. 
The building trades, including 


Ste., are flourishing on account of 
the local construction activities. 
The steel and fron trades are op- 
erating at about 45 to 50 per cent 
of normal and unemployment is 
much greater in these lines. Many 
metal workers have turned to 
wood-working during this slump 
and have taken up other lines of 
work to tide them over the dull 
period. There is more or less 
unemployment in other industries 
such as textiles, leather, chemicals, 
stone. clay. glass and oll. There 
is also a considerable surplus of 
common labor. 


One of the effects of the unem- 
ployment situation has been the 
decrease in the turnover of labor. 
Men are holding on to their jubs 
with greater tenacity than in the 
days when jobs were plentiful. 
Production has tncreaged as wast- 
age from continual change in the 
personnel of working forces has 
been cut down.

BOND MARKET STRONG. 
The strength of the bond market 
was again the outstanding fact of 


the day. It was visible throughout 
the list of company securities, a 
few of which have sold this month 
at what might be called pre- 
war prices. Three or four of the 
foreign bonds went the 
years previvus highest, among 
them the French republic 7%'s. 
Not the least inteersting movement 
was the advance to a new high 
level by the Victory 4%'s which 
sold at 100.40. This can hardly 
have meant anythine other than 
expectation of lower money rates.

FOREIGN TRADE REPORT. 
Very much related, the Com- 
merce Department's classification 
of our January foreign trade by 
countries, was published today. 
When the statement of total ex- 
ports and imports, as published 
three weeks ago, showed our Janu- 
ary exports to be the smallest of 
any month since August, 1915, and 
the surplus of exports less than the 
January surplus in a number of 
years before the war, the question 
of where the shrinkage was great- 

est assumed particular interest. 
Compared with January. 1921. 
the decrease in our total exports 
was $265,000.000: today’s report 
shows that 8184.60. of the de- 
crease came in trade with Europe 
and $84,000.000 in trade with the 
three countries, England, France 
and Italy. When our January im- 
port of merchandise from each of 
these three countries increased 
considerably over 1921, one rea- 
reign exchange 


is evident. 
In January. 1920, exports ex- 
ceeded im in our trade with 


England by $163.000,000; in Janu- 
ary, 1921, by $93.000.000; in Janu- 
ary. 1922, by $44,000,000... In the 
seven months ending with January, 
1920, we sent to England 11.068. 
000.000 more than we took from 
her; the difference 
sponding period of the present 
fiscal year wag $360,000,000. The 
export surplus was $227,000.000 in 
the seven months ending with 
January, 1914. But in that period 
our import of gold from England 
was only 32.5000; it was $110.-

Take the poignant economy of 
artistic means, which seems to be- 
long so exclusively to what we call 

e modern dramas. combine this 
with the flawless diction and dig- 
nified movement of the classic 
tradinon—and you have a brief, 
but fairly adequate description of 
R. D. Maclean's interpretation of 
Othello at the Harlequin Theater 
Monday evening. This Shake- 
spearean tragedy is being given as 
a concluding production of the sea- 
son at the playhouse. 

By his training and experion 
Mr. MacLean belongs to the school 
that flourished in a time when it 


on the stage—the school of Booth 
and Irving and Modjeska.

PUT SHIP 
‘STEWARD | 
ON TRIAL. 
General Court-martial is 
Ordered by Admiral in 
Stolen Goods Charge. 


A general court-martial has 
been ordered by Admiral Pberle, 
commander-tn-chief of the Pacific 
Fleet. in the case of Pedro Abdon, 
former cabin steward aboard the 
US.S. Alert at the Submarine 
Base, charged by the naval au- 
thorities with embezzling. The 
trial has been set for the 25th 
Inst., at Ban Diego. 

The court-martial grows out of 
the discovery by the police of the 
harbor division, late in January, of 
a plot said to have been engineered 
by several civilians in San Pedro, 
for mulcting the government out 
of thousands of dollars in supplies. 
Abdon, it is charged, acted as the 
procurer, ordering, in his position 
of steward aboard the Alert, 
great quantities of supplies, os- 
tensibly for that ship. Orders 
amounting to several hundred 
dollars were placed with harbor 
merchants and after delivery of the 
merchandise, Abdon and his ac- 
complices, it is charged, removed 
the supplies to Los Angeles, where 
they are said to have disposed of 
them at a good profit. 

Abdon is specifically charged 
with embezzling $930 worth of 
Navy stores in this manner. Po- 
lic of the harbor have been asked 
by the naval authorities to locate 
Angelo Perez, who is wanted as a 
material witness at the court-mar 
tial.

The fight for ‘the contro! of the 
Union Oil Company of California 
and the attempt to keep the man- 
agement in California comes as the 
climax to a long series of devel- 
opments. The Union Oil Company. 
of Delaware of which the Shell 
Union is the successor, ts in pos- 
session of some 27 per cent of the 
stock of the Union Oi] Company 
of California, leaving approximate- 
ly 73 per cent outside the Dela- 
ware ownership. Of this 73 per 
cent. about 10 per cent is held by 
people living outside California, 
and of the 63 per cent remaining, 
it 4s stated that the majority ro- 
side in Southern California. The 
majority of these are opposed to 
foreign control of their company, 
according to Isaac Milbank, one of 


the directors of the Union Oil 
Company of California, who said | 
yestegday: 


“This movement is purely con- 
structive; we have no thought of 
any injury to anyone, but we do 
believe that the stockholders own- 
ing 73 per cent of the Union Oil 
stock, whose paramount interest 
is in the Union Cil Company of 
California itself, are perfectly ca- 
pable of taking care of themselves 
in their own way. They need no 
outside aid, nor do they need any 
guardian which they do not select 
themselves. 

“We believe that it is wholly 
against the interests of the stock- 
holders of any operating company 
with such vast resources as the 
nion Ou Company of California 
possesses, to be controlled as to 
policy by a marketing company, as 
their interests are anything but 
identical. In fact, it is probable 
that in many cases their interests 
would be entirely opposite.”
